BALBOA, Canal Zone, Nov. 12. 
—The U. 8S. 8. Swan reported today 
that she had picked up the crew 
of the wrecked schooner Baden 
Baden with 11 men living, five 
dead and the captain badly injured. 
The Swan took the lifeboat in 
tow after taking out the survivors 
and their dead and is proceeding 
to Coco Solo. 

Capt. Hewitt Watler, an English- 
man and the only survivor who 
speaks English, remained conscious 
after the Swan had taken him 
aboard only long enough to send a 
message to his family in Mobile, 
Ala. He is suffering from serious 
injuries to the spine. 

Capt. Watler’s message to his 
family said: ‘Vessel foundered. 
Five lost. Myself and rest of crew 
saved. Love.” 

The steamer West Ira radioed to 
Balboa this morning that she had 
sighted a raft in the Caribbean with 
no signs of life. 

Hans J. Lau, owner of the Baden 
Baden, was said to have sailed with 
the ship from Balboa, but it could 
not be learned immediately wheth- 
er he was among those rescued. 
When the ship left here its crew 
included nine Costa Ricans, three 
Germans, two Peruvians and one 
Nicaraguan. 

The Swan is due at Cristobal at 
9 o'clock tomorrow morning. 

The Swan gave her position as 
about 40 miles northwest of Carta- 
géna, Colombia. | 

In a later report the Swan sail 
there were no Americans in the 
crew. 

Presumably these were the cast- 
aways sighted early in the week by 
a mail plane pilot as he flew over 
the Caribbean.

“IT explained to him (Mellon) the 
grevity of the situation in Pennsyl- 
vania, the urgent need for help and 
the difficulty which the State faces 
because of constitutional limita- 
tions,”” Gov. Pinchot said. 

“Specifically I asked Mr. Mellon 
to help by contributing $1,000,000 
to the State Commission on Unem- 
ployment Relief, all of which, with 
4 per cent interest, would be re- 
turned to him when he constitu- 
tional amendment now proposed is 
adopted in 1933. 

“T asked Mr. Mellon for this loan 
contribution for two reasons, first, 
because money for direct relief is 
imperatively needed; second, be- 
cause a contribution from him 
would make it immeasurably easier 
to raise the rest of the $35,000,000 
which I estimate the State com- 
mission will need. Mr. Mellon did 
not accept my suggestions, but said 
he would consider the matter fur- 
ther.”

L. Gregory Dowling, 27 years 
old, vice president and cashier of 
the Midland Savings Bank, killed 
a robber, seriously wounded an- 

other, and was himself wound- 
ed, when the two men attempted 
to hold up the bank, 6135 Page 
avenue, St, Louis County, shortly 
before noon today. 

Bennie Bethel is the dead rob- 
ber. He was shot through the 
heart and died in the bank. Jimmy 
Woods, shot in the lung tract, ran 
out of the bank, but fell in a yard 
a few doors west, and was taken, 
a prisoner, to City Hospital. 
Dowling, wounded by the robbers 
in the left hand, the right leg and 
the right foot, is in St, Luke's 
Hospital: A fourth bullet which 
struck Dowling was deflected by a 
vest button, and made only a 
bruise on his abdomen, The les 
wound is the most serious, as the 
bone was broken. 

Dowling’s Story of Fight. 

Dowling, at the hospital an hour 
later, told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er his story of the attempted rob- 
bery and his fight with the rob- 
bers. He said: 

“It all happened in a few sec- 
onds. I was in the bank with Mr. 
Kennedy (Arthur J. Kennedy, real 
estate officer). We were working 
at a table in the section behind 
the cashiers’ cages, sorting out 
Clearing House reports and re- 
turned checks. 

“I saw the front door open and 
two men entered. I got up to wait 
on the customers, as I supposed 
them to be, and turned to go into 
one of the cages, when I saw that 
they were coming along the wall, 
in the passageway behind the 
cages.

With Kidnapers’ Lawyer

‘Shocking and Amazing’, Says Morris: G. 
Levinson of Paul A. Richards’ Bold Open- 
ness in Discussing Arrangements. 


Further details of the conversa- 
tion in which Paul A. Richards, 
lawyer and self-declared agent for 
the kidnapers of Alexander Berg, 
promised to obtain Berg’s release 
for $50,000 ransom, were given to 
the Post-Dispatch yesterday by 
Morris G. Levinson, attorney for 


Berg and adviser to Mrs. Berg dur- 
ing the wealthy fur dealer’s four- 
day captivity. 
“It was shocking, amazing,” Lev- 
inson said of the conversation 
which took place in his office 
Tuesday morning. “Following an 
appointment made the day before, 
I telephoned Richards at his of- 
fice. He said he'd come right 
over if I was ready to see him. 
“His manner was easy and as- 
sured. He came into my office 
breezily and said, ‘All right sir, 
are you ready to talk to me?’ I 
didn’t answer. Instead I took out 
a package of $10 and $20 bills, 
$1000 in all. I handed them to 
him. 
Gerk Authorized Payment. 
“This was Mr. Berg’s instruction. 
I had received a note from him the 
day before, telling me to pay Rich- 
ards ‘about a thousand dollars and 
I will pay you back.’ 
“The payment of $1000 to Mr. 
Richards was authorized by Chief 
of Police Gerk before I paid it. 
“Richards and I then started 
talking. He told me he would call 
me back later in the day to tell me 
when, where and how Berg would 
be released.

Although Berg was kept blind- 
folded most of the time by his cap- 
tors, who finally released him on 
promise of $50,000 ransom, he 
managed to note many details to 
assist him in identification of the 
flat. 

Street cars passed the place 
every few minutes during the day, 
and on one side of the flat, prob- 
ably Academy avenue, he noted the 
sound of auto traffic. He also 
heard frequently a church bell, 


Church at Academy avenue and 
Page boulevard, only three short 
blocks away. 

He also made note of two adver- 
tising signs, one advertising a dairy 
and the other a brand of butter, 
which he observed from one of the 
windows. This last information was 
particularly helpful to detectives in 
finding the place. 

Berg recognized the flat as soon 
as he entered it. The plumbing 
fixtures in the bathroom, particu- 


of furniture he was able to recall 
distinctly. The surroundings also 
fitted his description given to the 
police. 


Berg had also told detectives 
that he had heard a cuckoo clock 
in the store below the flat. Kra- 
mer’s store has two such time- 
pieces which were running during 
the time Berg was in captivity. 
As soon as Berg had recognized 
the flat, identification experts of 
the Police Department went over it 
with magnifying glasses looking for 
fingerprints. They found none. 
Berg had previously told reporters 
and detectives that on the last 
night of his captivity his kidnapers 
had scrubbed the window sills and 
door frames and had washed the 
furniture to obliterate fingerprints. 
They also wore rubber gloves much 
of the time, he said. 
The building on Easton avenue 
is a two-story red brick structure. 
The flat on the second floor has 
five rooms. In the front are two 
bedrooms. The smaller, in which 
Berg has said he slept during the 
first night, was furnished with a 
single iron bed amd an empty chest 
of drawers. The bedclothnig, two 
sheets an@ a pillow, were disar- 
rayed. , 

Fruit Found in Rooms. 
In the larger bedroom, immedi- 
ately adjoining, there is a double 
bed, in similar condition, apparent- 
ly used by the kidnapers. Cigarette 
stubs and ashes were strewn on the 
floor. The room also had an empty 
chifforobe and a dresser. On the 
latter were two apples and an em- 
ty tumbler. 
Back of the bedrooms is a living 
room, furnished with a divan, an 
easy chair and a table. On the last 
were four apples, two pears and a 
pile of stale graham crackers. On 
the floor were more cigarette stubs, 
a half empty tooth paste tube and 
several tabs from camera film 
packs. : 
Next to the living room is the 
kitchen furnished with a gas stove 
and an empty refrigerator. Sugar, 
tea leaves and slices of stale bread 
were strewn on the table. + 
The dining room, back of the 
kitchen, bore few traces of occu- 
pancy. It is furnished with a table, 
six chairs and a buffet. 
In the bathroom were bottles 


) containing liniment, apparently pur- 


chased by the kidnapers for the use 
of Berg, who has neuritis; a bottle 
still containing a trace of whisky, 
two empty tumblers, an empty milk 
bottle of the Bergjans Dairy, and 
a box of flea powder. In the tub 
the kidnapers had burned refuse 
from their meals along with news- 
papers, leaving a pile of ashes.

In releasing him the kidnapers 
took him from the Easton avenue 
flat to Kennerly and Hamilton 
avenues but apparently made the 
trip by a circuitous route, since 
Berg described it as taking 15 or 
20 minutes and a direct trip could 
be made between the two points in 
less than 10 minutes.

Roy Feldmeier Posing as 
Federal Officer ‘Relieves 
Depression’ as Well as 
Hotel Proprietor. 


Dreams of a new national high- 
way bringing prosperity and em- 
ployment to Perryville, Mo., were 
dissipated today with the issuance 
of a@ warrant against Roy Feld- 
meier, 23 years old, of Waterloo, 
Ill., charging him with imperson- 
ating a Government officer and 


with obtaining something of value 
because of his impersdnation. 

The business horizon in Perry- 
vile brightened abont two weeks 
ago, according to Sheriff Mecker 
of Perry County, and Department 
of Justice agents who brought 
about Feldmeier’s arrest, when 
Feldmeier appeared accompanied 
by a young woman. They regis- 
tered at the hotel as Mr. and Mrs. 
Ben Carter, Washington, and “Car- 
ter,” who said he was Feldmeier 
when arrested yesterday, an- 
nounced he was a Government sur- 
veyor sent from Washington to run 
county lines and supervise the 
building of a national highway. 

Confiding his plans to Sheriff 
Mecker and John Schenck, the 
hotel owner, the “surveyor”  re- 
quested and obtained lists of un- 
employed men whom he promised 
to employ at $5 a day. The next 
day, on Oct. 23, he hired 10 men 
and some horses and added seven 
men to his force the following day. 

Appearing with his men at the 
farm of Mike Fassold, near Perry- 
ville, Feldmeier proceeded to cut 
a 300-foot strip of timber about a 
mile long, informing the farmer. he 
would be paid $2.50 each forall 
trees more than 8 inches in diam- 
eter. The others would be cut into 
stove wood, he said. They were, 
but no payments have been re- 
ceived. 

As days went by and the work 
proceeded without wages the men 
inquired about their pay. Feld- 
meier, described by Sheriff Mecker 
as “a glib blond little Dutchman 
very much interested in relieving 
the depression,” told them the 
Government pay checks would not 
arrive until Nov. 15, but he would 
pay off any who desired to get 
their money and quit. No one asked 
to be discharged. 

To meet a mounting board bill 
and current expenses, Feldmeier 
borrowed about $114 from the hotel 
keeper, representin; the “something 
of value” mentioned in the warrant 
issued today by United States Com- 
missioner Burke. 

Sheriff Mecker became suspicious 
Tuesday of so much work with 
scant funds and communicated with 
St. Louis police, who started in- 
quiries which resulted not only in

SLAYERS FATHER 
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Horace Allen Declares 
Francis A. Donaldson III 
Took Debutante to Scran- 
ton, Pa., Last August.

The recital of a wrong to his 
daughter by Francis A. Donaldson 
III, is Horace Allen’s defense of 
his son, Edward H. B. Allen, who 


faces trial on a charge of first de- 
gree murder for shooting Donald- 
son last Monday night. 

The recital was made late yes- 
terday at the office of John R. K. 
Scott, Allen’s attorney, while Ed- 
ward Allen was held without bail 
in the Norristown jail. 

The story depicted Donaldson as 
a bully who had beaten both Ed- 
ward and his younger brother for 
their remonstrations over his at- 
tentions to their sister, Miss Rose 
E. W. Allen, and painted Edward 
himself as a “gentle and delicate 
boy” aroused to desperation by 
Donaldson's blows and the knowl- 
edge of a wrong to his sister. 

Mr. and Mrs. Francis A. Don- 
aldson Jr., prepared to bury their 
son today. <An aunt of the dead 
youth, Mrs. Wharton lL, Donald- 
son, made the only comment: “Any 
attempt to besmirch the character 
of this dead boy will reflect only 
on those who make it. But if any- 
one wishes to libel his daughter 
or sister it is no concern of ours.” 

Allen said his dying wife had 
begged him to protect the daughtér 
from Donaldson and he had de- 
voted all his time to do so. 

The alleged betrayal, according 
to the statement, occurred when 
Donaldson took Miss Allen to 
Scranton last August. 

The father said that Donaldson 
was “rude in my house, was rude 
toward my wife and rude toward 
me.” : 

“Edward had no intention of kill- 
ing him,” the father said. “It was 
Donaldson’s violent conduct toward 
my boy that caused the unfortunate 
fatality. I am telling this story 
sadly. I have my love for my 
daughter and my love for my son. 
I dread this dreadful nightmare of 
the past. 

“I was in terror of this boy, and 
he had -beaten up one son and 
knocked out the teeth of the other. 
His manner was very bad when he 
visited us the night Rose left.”

WHISTLER AND ZORN 
ETCHINGS EXCLUDED 
BY CUSTOMS OFFICE 


Bureau Upholds Ruling of Chi- 
cago Collector Who Said 
They Were Suggestive.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12,—Re- 


productions of etchings by James 
McNeil Whistler and Anders Zorn 
were barred from importation for 
commercial purposes by the United 
States Customs Bureau yesterday. 
Anthony Czarnecki, Collector of 


Customs at Chicago, said it would 
probably be all right to bring 
them into the-country if they were 
to hang in art galleries, but not 
for commercial purposes. The Cus- 
toms Bureau upheld his decision. 

Thus, reproductions of three 
etchings by Whistler and ‘Anders 
Zorn will not be permitted to reach 
their intended recipient, Franklin 
J. Maine, a Chicago art dealer. 

Czarnecki reported to the bureau 
that he was shocked when he 
opened the package and was con- 
fronted by a half-tone etching of 
an undraped lady wading in a 
creek. 

Meine, the dealer, was indignant 
at the ruling and declared it an 
outrage as similar etchings had 
hung in art galleries all over the 
world. 


GALE IN-40-FOOT YAWL 


| Skipper Who Once Bossed Jack _ 


London Tells of Chesapeake 
Bay-Adventure. 


By the Associated Presa. ’ 
NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—A 73- 


Jack London is repairing his 40- 


foot yawl at Annapolis, Md., after 
a terrible adventure in which he 
lost his sight, sailed blindly 
through a heavy sea and finally 
wrecked his craft on a fish trap. 

Capt. H. E. Raabe, who was a 
trader in slaves and ebony in the 
Solomon Islands half a century ago, 
left Port Washington, Long Island, | 
several weeks ago, alone in his 
smail craft, bound for the South 
Seas. 

Nothing was heard of him here 
until a letter, dated Nov. 6, was 
received by a friend, George O’Brien 
of Jersey City, N. J. 

On Nov. 2, he said, he was sai:- 
ing under a half gale from the 
north in Chesapeake Bay. 

“The sun was sinking,” the let- 
ter said. “To my surprise the 
glare on the water betame un- 
begrable. I looked up at the main- 
sail. What a shock! It had turned 
from white to black. An optical 
illusion, of course. 

“The sky, too, had turned black. 
Another glance at the sun, and 
while I was looking the bright 
Orange orb turned to green. Then 
no matter where I looked in other 
directions, I saw nothing but a 
bright green disk. Of the sails, 
the boat, the compass or the wa- 
ter, I saw nothing.” 

Groping, he managed to take in 
the mainsail. While the wind 
howled, he tried to light his lamps, 
but he couldn't see the match 
flames, and the attempt was a fail- 
ure. Then, steering by the wind, | 
he went close-hauled on the star- 
board tack, and headed for An- 
napolis, holding to the tiller. 

Finally, the Spindrift,” his craft, 
was tossed against fish trap piling. 
Desperately trying to save the ves- 
sel, he pumped water out of its 
hull, broke the crystal of his watch 
to fee] the hands, and hoped. Then, 
after broad daylight had come, the 
wind abated, and slowly his sight 
returned. 

“What in the world,” he asked, 
“could have been the cause of my 
eyesight failing and at such a crit- 
ical moment? Is it liable to hap- 
pen again?” 

When Jack London shipped as a 
member of the crew of the Gleno- 
ra, Raabe was its skipper.

Got Goebel Off Free on Alibi. 

He obtained the acquittal of 
Dewey Goebel, notorious gunman 
and extortionist, in his trial for 
participation in the $10,000 Ham- 
ilton State Bank robbery of March 
5, 1926. In Goebel’s trial, before 
Judge Hamilton in April, 1930, 
Richards presented a surprise alibi, 
in the form of a Maplewood po- 
lice record, purporting to show 
that Goebel was in the holdover 
there at the time of the bank rob- 
bery, having been arrested the 
night before and held until four 
hours after the robbery.

DICTATION BY U.S 
IN EDUCATIONAL 


"WORK DENOUNCED 


Dr. Charles H. Judd Tells 
Missouri Teachers Schools 
Need Information From 
the Federal Government. 


Information and not dictation 
from the Federal Government in’ 
matters of education was urged by 
Dr. Charles H. Judd, director of 
the School of Education of the Unt- 
versity of Chicago, who spoke this 
morning before a general session of 
the Missouri State Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation at the Coliseum. 

“If the. Federal Government 
wishes to give support to education, 
it ought not tie the hadns of the 
states,’’ Dr. Judd said. “It has no 
business to ask the states to match 
Federal appropriations with funds 
of their own, or to set up conditions 
under which the money will be 
spent. It is no function of the Gov- 
ernment to curb local initiative.” 

Dr. Judd, who was a member of 
a recent Federal comuiiission on 
education, sharply criticised the 
practice of the Federal Government 
in requiring schools to use their 
own funds to supplement Federal 
aid granted in special types of edu- 
cation. 


Little Aid to General Work. 


“When the Federal Government 
asks a state to withdraw from pub- 
lic resources an amount to aid its 
own grants, you may be sure that 
the funds are to come from some- 
thing else the state is supporting. 
Although the proportion was for- 
merly 00-50, in the recent Congress 
a@ 25-75 per cent ratio was pro- 
posed ,and I expect it to be poa- 
sible later for the Govefnment to 
buy 95 cents with a nicket.’” 

Dr. Judd pointed out the Federal 


| appropriations had been for spe- 


cial lines and as a consequence did 


_not aid the general educational sys- 


tem. 

“It is folly to say the Govern- 
ment should not participate in edu- 
cation,” Dr. Judd said. “It has to 
participate, it does participate and 
will as long as we. had an educa- 
tional system.”’ 

H eadded that America had “une 
limited possibilities of experimenta- 
tion” as long as the Government 
educational facilities were contin-

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NATIONAL PRODUCERS 
SUPPORT MILK STRIKE 


Association Votes for Amend- 
ment or Repeal’ of Stabiliza- 
tion Part of Marketing Act 


Resolutions of support for the 
striking Sanitary Milk Producers 
in St. Louis, and an urgent appeal 
for the amendment or repeal of 
the stabilization provisions of the 


marketing act, were adopted today 
by the National Co-operative Milk 
Producers’ Association, represent- 
ing 274,000 farmers. 

In the concluding business ses- 
sion the delegates decided to meet 
next year in Los Angeles or San 
Francisco, and re-elected the pres- 
ent officers, with Harry Hartke of 
Covington, Ky., as president and 
Charles W. Holman of Washington 
as secretary. 

In the two years that the agri- 
cultural marketing act has beenin 
force, the Federation stated, 
“enough has already appeared to 
show the necessity for an early 
change in its provisions relating to 
stabilization operations.”’ It quoted 
a statement made by the Federa- 
tion when the act was in Congress, 
pointing out that, in actual opera- 
tion, stabilization corporations 
would end each crop and market- 
ing year with an operating loss, 
and thus would become insolvent. 

“Criticism Justified.” 
“Experience has shown that 
such criticism of the act was fully 
justified,”’ the resolution continues, 
“and that without adequate provi- 
sion for surplus losses, that such 
of the law as «pithorizes the estab- 
lishment and operation of stabiliza- 
tion corporations is unsound and 
unworkable, and that the attempts 
to administer such provisions has 
created great difficulties for and 
impaired the efficiency of the Fed- 
eral Farm Board. 

“Therefore, be it resolved, that 
we voice our conviction that unless 
Congress can amend the law so as 
to make adequate provision for sur- 
plus losses, that so much of the act 
as authorizes the creation and op- 
eration of stabilization corporations 
be repealed dt an early date. 
“Until the law is thus amended 
or its provisions as to stabilization 
corporations repealed, we urge the 
Federal Farm Board to refrain 
from any further effort to admin- 
ister these provisions, save only 
such effort as may be necessary to 
liquidate and close the operations 
of such stabilization corporations.” 
Oppose “Political Influence.” 
The Federation, explaining that 
some of its 55 member organiza- 
tions sold to distributers on a col- 
lective bargaining basis, and others 
distributed their own products, de- 
precated “political influence used 
on behalf of certain large vested 
interests” to prevent co-operatives 
from marketing direct to consumer. 

The Federation authorized ap- 
pointment of a committee and hir- 
ing of financial experts to study 
the relation between gold and 
commodity prices. 

It called on its officers and di- 
rectors “‘to give serious study to the 
matter of raising and maintaining 
a defense fund that may be quickly 
available for the use of worthy 
units.”’ 

The Federation referred to the 
“determined struggle” of the Sani- 
tary Milk Producers here “to es- 
tablish the right to bargain its milk 
collectively and to establish a 
sound program in the production 
and sale of a higher quality prod- 
uct, which we believe to be for the 
best interest of the entire commun- 
ity.” 

Relations between Dairy farmers 
and retail dairies or creameries 
were discussed by several hundred 
delegates in the closing sessions to- 
day at Hotel Statler. 

Speakers have described the pro- 
ducers and distributers as “‘work- 
ing hand in hand for the common 
good” in every large city in this

AS AGAINST ARMS GUT 


Ex-Cabinet Member a Speaker 
at Seminar on Internation- 
al Relations. 


Arbitration rather than disarm- 
ament constitutes a method of 
averting war, Charles Nagel, St. 
Louis attorney who was Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor in Presi- 
dent Taft's cabinet, said last night 
at the final session of the seminar 
'on International Relations, held at 
| Temple Israel. Speakers discussed 
world economic and political prob- 
lems, outlining factors which must 
be considered in creating interna- 
tional amity. 

Nagel pointed out the World War 
must be recalled as a war to end 
war if international peace is to be 
achieved. Disarmament, while an 
effective gesture, he said, is not a 
guarantee against war since two 
lightly armed nations could engage 
in a long drawn out conflict. 

Referring to the efficacy of ar- 
bitration, Nagel said that in the 
functions of a World Court em- 
phasis should be placed “on the 
spirit of the thing rather than the 
letter of it.” 

Other speakers were Prof. Ro- 
land G. Usher of Washington Uni- 
versity, who spoke on the League 
of Nations, and the Rev. Linus. A. 
Lilly, S&S. J.. who discussed the 
World Court. Dean Sidney E. 
Sweet of Christ Church Cathedral, 
presided. Sessions were held dur- 
ing the day at Bishop Tuttle Me- 
morial and the St. Louis University 
Law School. - 

Says League Will Grow. 

Prof. Usher said the League of 
Nations would grow in increase in 
power and influence, while Father 
lilly said the United States would 
harmonize with the theory of the 
World Court since disputes  be- 
tween states are settled by court 
rulings. Differences between na- 
tions adjudicated by the World 
Court represent the same system 
on a larger ecale, he said. 

At the afternoon session, at 8t. 
Louis University, post-war political 
problems were discussed. Speak- 


(Lerg were Prof. George A. Andrews 


of Principia College; Prof. Thomas 
O’Connor of St. Louis University, 
and Prof. Joseph M. Ylamon of 
Washington Un:versity. 

Speaking on “The Aloofness of 
the United States and the Prob- 
lem of Security,” Prof. O’Connor 
said “in matters economic and po- 
litical as well as social we are liv- 
ing in an era in which the former 
segregating factors of space and 
time are of increasingly less im- 
portance.” 

Prof, O'Connor traced the his- 
tory of the foreign policy of the 
United States, stating that “ever 
since the administration of Jef- 
| ferson we have assumed the right 
of taking an aggressive part in 
matters of much more than purely 
domestic concern.” 

While politics still ma: be funda- 
mentally national, economics have 
become international, he said, and 
“the barometer of business condi- 
tions reflects a rise or fall with 
a consistency indicative of litti« 
regard of politicc! boundaries’ or 
national policies.” 

Would Let Russia Alone. 

Prof. Klamon discussed the fu- 
ture of Russia, concluding that its 
international influence depends on 
the success of her present experi- 
ments in “State Capitalism, or 
Communism.” 

“Russia should be free from any 
interference with her attempt to 
raise her standard of living by 
some form of co-ord.nated control 
of her economic life,” Prof. Kla- 
mon said. “The Soviet Government 
should not be interfered with fn 
any social or economic experiment 
she may see fit to undertake. We 
would insist upon as much for 
ourselves.” 

Prof. Andrews compared the po- 
litical, geographical, economic and 
social factors influencing the des- 
tinies of France, Germany and 
Italy, tracing the cause of Franco- 
German and Franco-lItalian rival- 
ries. 

“The question inevitably arises,” 

he said, “whether the rivalries of 
the European Powers are unavoid- 
able. Must the tragedy of 1914 be 
re-enacted for every generation, or 
every century? If the conceptions 
of power and prestige, unbridled 
competition and asatruggle for the 
survival of the fittest, continue to 
govern the statesmen and peoples 
of Europe, there seems to be litt's 
hope that peace will prevail. But 
if changing concepts are now win- 
ing their way towards general ac- 
ceptance, if the recognition of ail 
men as equally the children of God 
makes us feel that we are our 
brothers’ keeper, it may be that 
the ideal of ‘On earth peace, goo4 
will toward men’ will be perma- 
nently realized.” 
The seminar, under auspices of 
the St. Louls Social Justice Com- 
mission, opened in the morning 
with a discussion of world economic 
factors. Speakers were Prof, Isaac 
Lippincott of Washington Univer- 
sity, Prof. Herbert H. Coulson of 
St. Louis University and Prof. J. 
Ray Cable of Washington Univer- 
sity.

Muench to Appear B Before I. C. C, 
in Behalf of Southern Pacific- 
Cotton Belt Union. 

City Counselor Muench has gone 
to Washington, to appear tomorrow 
before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in support of the ap- 
plication of the Southern Pacific 
to acquire control of the St. Louis 
Southwestern, or Cotton Belt Rail- 
road.

Landslide Blocked Cut Saturday— 
78 Ships Held Up.

to Sweep Europe.

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—Agree- 
ment between the United States 
and other Powers on arms reduc- 
tions independent of France, rather 
than permit the coming disarma- 
ment conference to “wreck itself 
on the rock of French dissent,” 
was urged last night by Alanson 
B. Houghton, former United States 
Ambassador to Germany and Great 
Britain. 

Houghton spoke at an Armistice 
day mass meeting which also heard 
former Gov. Alfred E. Smith and 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler. 

He declared it was a “virtual 
certainty’’ France would balk at 
reducing its armament either. on 
land or sea, 

“We are assured on every hand,” 
the former Ambassador said, “that 
the success or failure of the con- 
ference depends on us, the peoples 
concerned, and on our insistence 
that a substantial measure of dis- 
armament shall be effected. 

Effect of Noninsistence. 

“Without that insistence, we are 


assured, the conference, after a 
more or less futile discussion, in 
all probability, will politely and 


with assurances of good-will, ad- 
journ without accomplishing any- 
thing. 

“Any measure of disarmament 
the conference may reach by mu- 
tual consent will be acceptable to 
us here in America. And, on the 
other hand, if the conference finds 
itself unable by mutual consent to 
obtain any measure of disarma- 
ment, it is not at all likely that 
America will enter a process of 
disarmament all by itself. 

“The recent French note to the 
League of Nations disclosing the 
status of French armaments * * ® 
carries the very frank and definite 
statement that, under present con- 
ditions, France will not disarm fur- 
ther. 

“« |. . It is that rock on which 
the conference May split. . today 
France stands unchallenged in her 
power. Her armies could 
sweep over Europe without serious 
cpposition. . What we have to 
decide is not what France will do, 
but what we will do.” 

Dr. Butler’s Speech. 

Dr. Butler asserted that if the 
approaching conference should fail 
the “fate of our civilization would 
be at stake.” 

“The hope of the world,” he 
said, “lies in a conference of open- 
minded, liberal, progressive and 
constructive statesmen who would 
agree not merely to equalize and 
limit armaments, but to get rid of 
armaments.’’ 


A more conservative position 
was taken by Smith, who main- 
tained immediate steps must be 


taken to “lift the weight of battle- 
ships off the backs of men and 
women who toil to produce the 
wealth which makes them possi- 
ble.”’ 

“It is too soon to expect com- 
plete disarmament on the part of 
nations,” he concluded. 

Norman Thomas, Socialist lead- 
er, another speaker, agreed with 
Smith and asserted that perhaps 
before the conference can be con- 
vened, Japan may defy peace ma- 
chinery and turn her military in- 
tervention in Manchuria to war 
with China.

TO GERMANY NOW, 
LAVAL DEGLARES 


Premier Says France Would 
Rather Wait Until Experts 
Pass on Republic’s Capac- 


ity to Pay. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Nov. 12.—Premier Laval 
told the Foreign and Finance Com- 
mittees of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties tonight that he had bound 
himself to nothing in his talks with 
President Hoover in Washington, 
but had left the real decisions to 
the French Parliament. 

He told Mr. Hoover, he said, that 
the moratorium declared by the 
American President last June was 
not as good as a moratorium under 
the Young plan. 

France has no new credits to 
offer Germany at this time, he said, 
asserting that France would rather 
wait until experts have passed on 
Germany’s capacity for payment, 

He emphasized the necessity of 
close co-operation between France 
and Germany in the economic field. 

Premier Laval won a vote of con- 
fidence in the Chamber of Deputies 
today by a margin of 39 votes. The 
Deputies voted 311 to 272 against a 
proposal by the radical wing to 
begin discussion of railway defi- 
cits tonight. The Premier put the 
issue as a question of confidence 
in the first test vote of the session. 

Finance Minister Flandin and 

Minister of the Budget Pietri pro- 
posed credits of $6,000,000 for sup- 
plementary naval construction 
when the Chamber of Deputies 
opened its session. 
An outline of proposed budgetary 
measures distributed to the Depu- 
ties by Ministers Flandin and Pietri 
calls for an increase of $46,240,000 
in import duties. Premier Laval in 
his first speech of the session dealt 
with unemployment and _ refuted 
statements by Socialist Leader 
Blum. He said a decree would be 
promulgated tomorrow giving those 
unemployed for more than 180 days 
continued subsidies. Hitherto the 
jobless have only been supported 
for six months. 


Reports in Berlin of French-Ger- 
man Financial Accord. 
By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Nov. 12.—Rerorts that 
France and Germany had reached 


an agreement on the procedure for 
handling both reparation payments 
and private credits were circulated 
in well-informed circles today. 

It was said the agreement con- 
stituted a compromise between the 
French viewpoint that reparations 
should take precedence over release 
of frozen credits, and the German 
stand that private credits must be 
regulated first. 

It was assumed French Ambas- 
sador Andre Francois-Poncet had a 
concrete proposal to present to 
Chancellor Bruening today. Unof- 
ficially it is said this would assure 
France that the Young Plan would 
be the starting point for any dis- 
cussion of reparations, and Ger- 
many would be assured that she 
need sign no reparations plan un- 
less relieved: of worry Over private 
short <erm credits expiring next 
March 1. 

If a plan of dealing concurrent-

CHICAGO, Nov. 12.— Secretary 


of Commerce Lamont warned the 
petroleum industry last night that 
a “strait-jacket” of Federal legis- 
lation would be imposed on it if 
“the mad wastes of the past” were 
continued. 

Speaking before the annual meete- 
ing of the American Petroleum In- 
stitute, he said that repetition “of 


such sprees as we have seen in 
East Texas will very quickly con- 
vert the indigestion of the oll in- 
dustry into something like appen- 
dicitis.”’ 

His address closed a day devot- 
ed to further consideration of 
remedial meassures for overproduc- 
tion and price cutting. Amos L. 
Beaty of New York, president of 
the Texas company, was elected 
president of the institute. 

Pointing to the wastes of the 
past, Lamont said he saw in the 
growing movement for correlated 
state action to control oil output 
the beginning of a solution of the 
industry’s problems. 

“The success or failure of that 
movement,” he said, “may deter- 
mine whether the producing branch 
of the oil industry continues as an 
individual business or comes ultli- 
mately under closer Federal regu<- 
lation. 

Lack of Federal Control. 

“It is a strange thing that, de« 
spite the nation’s vital depend. 
ence on oil, its production has been 
almost entirely unaffected by Fed- 
eral regulation. There is a grow- 
ing movement for Federal regula- 
tion of interstate oil and gas move- 
ments, but the well itself under our 
present laws is as remote from Fed- 
eral contact as if it were located 
in another country. This lack of 
contact between the oil well and 
the Government may or may not 
be desirable. I simply paint it 
out.”’

For the second time in a few months, a St. Louis 
citizen has been kidnaped and held for ransom, and 
his family has sufferéd the torture of agonising sus 
pense. 

In the present case of Alexander Berg, there is the 
possibility that the abductors may be apprehended, 
thanks to the skill, courage and professional ethics 
of Mr. Berg's counsel, Morris G. Levinson. 

On written instructions from his client, Mr. Levin- 
son got in touch with and paid $1000 to an attorney, 
Paul A. Richards, self-confessed agent of the kid- 
papers. Richards accepted the money and brazenly 
acknowledged that he was acting for the abductors, 
and that he wae to receive a part of the ransom de- 
manded, Subsequently, he presented a note, signed 
by Mr. Berg, for $50,000, which, he said, was the 
minimum release price that would be accepted. 

Throughout the trying negotiations, Mr. Berg's 
family and advisers were repeatedly warned to have 
no communication with the police, the implication 
being that, if the warning was disregarded, Mr. Berg 
would be killed, 

What is a man to do who has been intrusted with 

the task of effecting his friend’s release from the 
hands of desperadoes in these circumstances? Mr. 
Levinson chose the line of duty commanded by the 
law's traditions and sanctioned by public policy. He 
ignored the criminals’ injunctions. He paid no ran- 
som. He kept the police informed of every step in 
the negotiations. In so doing, he maintained his 
professional honor, effected his client’s release, 
served society’s interests. After Mr. Berg’s return, 
the arrest of Attorney Richards swiftly followed.

America has lost one of her best Japanese friends 
and admirers by the death of Viscount Elichi Shi- 
busawa. The Viscount was 91 years of age, old enough 
to have served under the Shogunate, and had experi- 
enced all the changes that have taken place in the 
opening of Japan to foreign intercourse through Com- 
modore Perry’s fleet, the restoration of the imperial 
family and the construction of the modern political, 
industrial and progressive nation. 

The Viscount, when the port of Yokohama was 
opened and the Western nations sent envoys to Tokio, 
was bitterly hostile to foreign intercourse, and espe 
cially to America, which had opened the way to it. 
But his attitude was completely changed by the 
courageous and friendly conduct of Townsend Harris, 
the first American envoy. He became not only a 
close and devoted friend of Harris, but a leader in 
the progressive movement to build up a system of 
gévernment, industry, commerce and education mod- 
eled after that of the Western nations. He was the 
founder of the first industries and the first financial 
institutions. As Finance Minister, he reconstructed 
the finances of Japan. He was recognized universal- 
ly throughout Japan as a moving spirit and master 
of the new era. In all of this work, he was con- 
stantly drawing upon America for information as to 
American methods of business, industry and com- 
merce, by frequent visits, or by consultation with 
American experts. His activities not only laid solid 
foundations for modern industry and commerce in

Through all these activities he was a persistent 
and sincere friend of America and an advocate of 
peace, trade and co-operation.

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TRUE DUTY OF THE COAST GUARD. 

In the train of the Volstead era’s evils may be in- 
cluded the blackened reputation of the nation’s Coast 
Guard. Its record in the dry epoch includes a long 
list of vessels sunk at sea, of lives taken in the cap- 
ture of liquor smugglers, of innocent pleasure and 
merchant craft fired upon. Only last week the captain 
of a British power boat plying off Rum Row accused 
a Coast Guard patrol craft of having rammed his 
vessel and sunk it purposely. However, accounts of 
the Coast Guard’s true functions, the work that has 
made it one of the most distinguished branches of 
the nation’s service, frequently get into the news col- 
umns. Monday's news chronicled the en of 22 
starving men from the disabled schooner Arthur 
James off New London, Conn., by the Coast Guard 
destroyer Davis. In the Pacific, coast guardsmen 
took 30 persons off the grounded freighter Munleon. 
which was pounding to pieces off the California 
coast. Last week, members of the service rescued 
two men, one of whom died later, from a motor boat 
that had drifted six days off the New York coast. 

The Coast Guard, lineal descendant of the revenue 
cutter service authorized in 1790, is not primarily an 
arm of prohibition enforcement, though this work 
has of late dominated its other duties. Its more than 
500 vessels comprise a life-saving and patrol service, 
and its 277 coastal stations are equipped to rescue 
persons in peril at sea. Its vessels cruise along the 
coasta to ald ships in trouble, they patrol the iceberg 
fields, they protect seal herds and fisheries, they help 
enforce navigation, harbor and revenue laws. In the 
Missiasippi River flood of 1927, the Coast Guard was 
credited with saving 43,853 persons from positions of 
peril. Many a stirring tale of heroism has been writ- 
ten into the annals of these men, who risk their lives 
in the Ine of duty to save others. Unfortunately, the

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As Japan Sees the Manchurian Crisis 


Three solutions possible in dispute over Manchuria, says Tokio paper; either nation 
may get out, or both may co-operate in developing the area; China seeks under- 
handedly to force Japanese out; Japan wants third plan, but is discouraged by 
constant clashes; League may have to confer a mandate on Japanese to bring peace.

HE Sino-Japanese situation may be 
T tookea upon with optimism and pessi- 

mism. The statement tssued by the For- 
eign Office clearly enunciating this coun- 
try’s position should set at rest the anxieiy 
of the Powers as to Japan's intentions in 
Manchuria. The attitude of the Chinese and 
their evident determination to reach no un- 
derstanding with Japan presages the prob- 
ability that when all the smoke of the hat- 
tle and of Chinese propaganda has cleared, 
the situation vis-a-vis Japan and China in 
South Manchuria, and for that matter, in 
all China, will probably be further from so- 
lution than it was at the beginning. 

There are only three possible solutions to 
the Manchurian question. First, that Japan 
gets out of South Manchuria entirely and 
surrenders all her legitimate economic ani 
political rights to the Chinese: second, that 
China gets out of Manchuria and permits 
Japan to run the country under a pax Ja- 
ponica; third, that China respects Japan's 
rights and Japan respects China's rights. 
and the two nations co-operate peacefully 
for the development of the country. 

China desires the first solution, and has 
been bent upon bringing it about by devious 
and underhanded means since she is, obvi- 
Ously, unable to make a frontal attack oa 
Japan, Of this there is not the least doubt 
on the part of observers who have watched 
the constant nibbling and infiltration pro- 
cess being engineered by the Chinese against 
Japanese interests. 

Japan has, over and over again, reiterat- 
ed that she desires the arrangement which 
we have given as the third solution. Ths 
official statement issued by the Foreign Of- 
fice Sept. 24 is a clear enunciation of 
this policy. The statement consists of five 
clauses. The first reviews the fact that 
Japan’s desire for peaceful «o-operation 
with the Chinese has not been reciprocat- 
ed, and that constant irritations have taken 
place, resulting in the Chinese attack on 
the South Manchurian Railway line and the 
subsequent clash of Sept. 18. The second 


clause states that the Japanese soldiers, who 
numbered only 10,000, had to act swiftly 
since the hundreds of thousands of Japanes: 
residents in the district were menaced by 
220,000 Chinese soldiers. (The remaining 
clauses are omitted here, the statement hav- 
ing been previously printed by this paper.) 

As to the first thesis of the three solu- 
tions of the Manchurian problem, it is obvi- 
ous that, after the present direct action 
taken by the Japanese, the Chinese will be 
in no better mood to co-operate in Man- 
churia than they were when they were th? 
objects of the Shidehara policy of concilia- 
tion. In that case, the petty irritations will 
continue, and the return to the status quo 
will leave the rundamental solution of the 
Chinese problem further away than it was 
at the beginning. 

If, then, the two countriee are uwnabi¢ 
to co-operate in Manchuria because one of 
the parties, China, refuses all the advances 
of the other party, Japan, the first two al- 
ternatives alone remain. Japan is unwill- 
ing to surrender all her rights and thus 
settle the matter: she is alsO unwilling to 
drive China entirely out of Manchuria, since 
she respects to too great a Gegree her owl 
status in world opinion and as a member 
of the League of Nations. : 

Is there any other solution? The only 
solution is for the nations of the world 
to change some of their idealistic concepis 
and shibboleths and, in place, follow reali- 
ties. Self-determination and respect for sov- 
ereignty are perils to the world’s peace when 
peoples who are not qualified to enjoy them 
are intrusted with these precious jewels. 

The League has already set the example 
by her system of mandates. Uniess China 
puts her house in order, the League might 
have to give Japan a mandate in South 
Manchuria to run the country for the bene- 
fit of the Chinese, the Japanese gaining 
only from the South Manchurian Railway 
and allied interests. Unless China sets her 
house in order, world opinion may, in time, 
favor such a solution. 
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Political Moratoriums 


HE coming Congress is going to have 
T plenty to do without cluttering up the 

job at hand with a lot of aimless talk 
about “political moratoriums,” and then in- 
evitably a lot of haranguing about the ex- 
act responsibility for ignoring the terms. 

If a “truce” is proposed, the proposing 
party has an initial advantage, for if it is 
not accepted it can point to the rejecters 
and say, “You see, they put politics above 
the welfare of the nation.” But it is a very 
cheap advantage to seek. For, in the very 
nature of the congressional setup, a political 
truce or moratorium, to use the current 
terminology, cannot be effective. And if 
it could be effective, it would defeat the 
whole raison @etre of a Congress designed 
to give representation to opposing views on 
the handling of national questions. 

Last winter a political truce of sorts was 
rigged up and given wide publicity. But 
it had scarcely been more than projected 
before the air was full of claims that it had

been broken, that it had not, that it did not 
actually exist, and that if it was or was not 
broken it was a good or bad thing. If a 
similar arrangement is undertaken this 
year, it is Certain to produce the same ab- 
surd results, which can only serve to dis- 
tract from the main business at hand. 

With the Democrats apparently destined 
to organize the House, with the administra. 
tion possessed of no party control in the 
Senate, there are going to be legislative dif- 
ficulties enough in Washington this winter 
without injecting silly cOmptications ‘In the 
form of “political moratoritums.” The na- 
tion’s reliance for an orderly session must 
rest upon individual and group responsibDil- 
ity, not upon essentially meaningless inter- 
party compacts. 

Individual and group responsibility does 
rot necessarily mean cat-and-dog fighting. 
It can mean a most useful collusion of opin- 
ion, working out into well and 
rational legislation, That ja what ig needed,

WIMBLEDON NET

NEW YORR\ Nov. 12.—The 
50; Wimbledon tennis championship, 


which once brought the unofficial 
world’s title to the winner, no long- 
er ranks high enough to provide 
the proper preparation for the 
Davis Cup matches, in the opinion 
of Samuel Hardy, New York busi- 
ness man, who served as captain 
of the United States team which 
brought home the Wimbledon 
crown but left the Davis Cup in 
0| France. 

Discussing the prospects for the 
1932 cup campaign in the current 
issue of Tennis, official publication 
of the United States Lawn Tennis 
Association, Hardy says: 

“T am very much opposed to 
sending the men to Wimbiedon— 
not because of the change from 
grass to clay, but for two other 
reasons. First, the competition at 
Wimbledon is no longer of suffi- 
ciently high order to be of great 
benefit as practice among the Davis 
Cwp squad. Second, because of the 
terrific strain to which the players 
are subjected for two entire weeks.” 

Hardy picks England as the 
country to beat in the coming 
Davis Cup struggle and names Els- 
worth Vines, sensational youngster 
from Pasadena, Cal., as the player 
around whom the American team 
should be built. 

The different playing conditions 
in America and on the continent 
will serve as a handicap to Ameri- 
ca’s young teain, Hardy points out, 
while the slewer ball and softer 
courts are well suited to the style 
of play of Fred Perry and H. W. 
“Bunny” Austin, British stars. 

The consistency of Vines’ play 
makes him the logical first choice 
and Frank Shields, Keith Gledhill 
and George Lott are the “next best 
bets.” Sidney Wood, the Wimble- 
don champion, should defend that 
title, Hardy says, but “he should 
not be used next year in the Davis 
Cup nor should he be used again 
on an international team until he 
has demonstrated, by reaching the 
final of a national championship or 
some similar event, that he can 
play through a really important 
match without cracking.”

TOKIO’S WARNING 


Chinese Commander Said to 
Be in Tsitsihar Despite 
Request to Leave—Mika- 
do’s Troops Reported to 


Have Been Beaten.

TOKIO, Nov. 13.—The approach- 


ing date of the reconvening of the 
League of Nations Council seemed 
today to be bringing the Japanese 
War Department, the Foreign Of- 
fice and the General Staff close to- 


gether in a firm stand to back; 


up the five principles laid down by 
Foreign Minister Shidehara as Ja- 
pan’s last word toward a settlement 
of the Manchurian controversy. 

At the outbreak of the trouble 
in Manchuria Sept. 18, there were 
rifts between the War Department 
and the Foreign Office and also 
hetween the War Department and 
the General Staff regarding the 
policy to be pursued there. 

The resolution of the League 
Council calling for Japanese evacu- 
ation of the territory, however, had 
a tendency to bring these threé de- 
partments nearer an agreement, 
although they still did not.see eye 
to eye. 

Breaches Now Healed. 

More recent events, however, 
especially China’s attitude in plac- 
ing herself in the lap of the League 
and Baron Shidehara’s contention 
that Japan’s action in occupying 


mterritory outside the South Man- 


churian Railway zone was a mat- 
ter of “life or death,” seem to have 
healed the breaches. 

All departments of the Govern- 
ment are united and determined to 
present the strongest case possible 
for Japan before the Council, 
which meets Monday. and to con- 
vince other nations that the coun- 
try’s existence is _ inextricably 
bound with maintenance of its
